GENERAL  CHARACTERISTICS  OF  THE  DISTRICT 


The  District  covers  an  area  of  82,061  acres,  approximately 
129  square  miles,  comprising  28  parishes,  with  a  population  of  25>390. 
The  District  comprises  the  parishes  of  the  lower  Test  Valley  and 
those  bordering  on  the  Wiltshire  border*  It  is  bounded  in  the  South 
by  the  Southampton  City  area  and  the  New  Forest,  s.nd  in  the  North 
by  Andover  Rural  District* 

The  geological  formation  of  the  District  is  mainly  chalk, 
overlaid  in  places  with  beds  of  clay,  gravel  and  sand. 

The  area  is  concerned  primarily  with  agriculture,  there  being 
in  the  District  several  large  private  estates*  The  Southern  parishes 
are  developing  quite  rapidly  into  a  dormitory  area  for  Southampton, 
especially  now  that  improved  train  services  enable  daily  commuting 
to  London*  There  are  numbers  of  small  industries  scattered 
throughout  the  District,  notably  chemical  and  glue  works,  gravel  and 
sand  extraction  in  the  southern  parishes,  sawmilling  in  the  wooded 
areas  of  the  western  part  of  the  District,  and  in  the  North  at  the 
Wallops,  turkey  processing  and  a  number  of  light  industrial  activities 
such  as  printing. 

The  District  is  crossed  by  two  main  holiday  routes  to  the 
Western  Counties,  in  the  South  by  the  A31  and  A36  roads,  and  in  the 
North  by  the  main  A30,

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PUBLIC  CLEANSING 


I  am  pleased  to  report  that  a  substantial  improvement  in  the 
service  was  accomplished. 

All  parishes  now  receive  a  weekly  kerbside  collection,  whilst 
Chilworth  still  remains  in  a  slightly  favourable  position  in  receiving 
a  weekly  backdoor  collection* 

The  improvement  from  fortnightly  to  weekly  collection  was  gradual 
throughout  the  year  and  was  completed  at  the  beginning  of  November, 

It  was  necessary  to  purchase  an  additional  vehicle,  viz: 
an  ex-demonstration  B.Tl.C,  Eagle  50  cubic  yard  crush  load,  and  to 
increase  the  establishment  by  two  men.  This  increase  not  only  allowed 
for  the  improved  service  and  enabled  the  oldest  vehicle  to  be  kept  as  a 
spare  for  use  in  emergencies  but  also  sufficient  staff  for  holiday 
arrangements. 


refuse  Disposal  : 

The  refuse  tip  at  Bunny  Lane  had  its  fair  share  of  problems 
during  the  year  by  reason  of  a  serious  fire  which  took  some  time  and 
considerable  expense  to  control.  The  vehicles  used  on  the  tip  - 
the  Neatherill  shovel  and  Fordson  tractor  ran  into  numerous  mechanical 
troubles  and  were  ultimately  replaced  by  a  Bristol  Taurus  tractor  and 
Winget  Dumper  which  have  been  working  satisfactorily  since. 

Requests  continue  to  be  made  for  the  collection  of  large  items  of 
household  refuse  and  this  was  done  where  possible,  although  in  many 
cases  with  lack  of  suitable  transport  it  was  not  possible  to  offer  any 
collection  service. 

During  the  year  a  temporary  compound  was  made  near  the  entrance  of 
the  tip  for  the  disposal  of  unwanted  items  when  the  tip  is  closed  which 
has  worked  well  and  is  worthy  of  incorporating  when  the,  new  tip  is  in 
operation. 

In  addition  to  domestic  refuse  from  the  Rural  District  considerable 
quantities  of  trade  refuse,  and  refuse  from  Rornsey  Borough,  is  disposed  of 
at  the  tip.  Car  bodies  continue  to  be  a  problem  for  disposal  and  the 
practice  of  allowing  a  breaker  within  the  tip  for  breaking  an”  removal 
of  deposited  car  bodies  was  found  to  be  most  unsatisfactory  and  was 
discontinued  during  the  latter  part  of  the  year.

PREVENTION  OF  DAI  AGE  BY  PESTS  ACT,  1949  AND 
THE  PREVENTION  OF  DAMAGE  BY  PESTS  “[THRESHING  &  DISi  TITLING 

OF  RICKS)  REGULATIONS.  1950 

The  duties  imposed  upon  Local  Authorities  by  Section  2  of  the 
Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests  Act,  1949  are  to  secure,  as  far  as 
practicable,  that  the  District  is  kept  free  from  rats  and/or  mice  ;  a  staff 
of  one  is  permanently  employed  in  carrying  out  the  Council's  obligations. 

Service  or  disinfestation  to  private  property  is  indirectly  free, 
the  cost  being  borne  by  the  General  Rate  Fund.  For  all  business  and 
agricultural  premises  requiring  service,  a  chargo  of  17/6d.  per  hour 
applies. 

All  classes  of  property  have  been  inspected  including  the  Council's 
Refuse  Tip  and  Sewage  Disposal  Worksj  particular  attention  has  also  been 
paid  to  banks,  ditches  and  hedgerows  where  such  sources  of  infestation 
can  cause  adjacent  property  to  become  infested. 


Complaints  are  dealt  with  as  soon  as  possible. 


’Warfarin1  has  again  been  used  exclusively  during  the  year  and  has 
given  excellent  results,  no  resistance  to  this  rodenticide  being 
experienced  in  the  Council's  area. 

Several  heavy  infestations  were  found  during  this  period,  but  it 
can  be  assured  that  every  effort  is  made  to  keep  the  area  to  a  minimum 
of  infestations.
